fummoned to appear before the tribunal at Tufts, Esher 
fiom the apprehenfion of delivering himfelf into the hands 
of prejudiced judges, er from the fenfations of a guilty con- 
feience, Plaota refaled to appear, and was coofequentiy 
protctibed asa traitor, George Jenats, bis mortal enemy, 
a degratted pricit, and at that time a colonel! in the fervice 
of the Republic, determined to be himfelf the executioner 
of the fentence. With that inteot, he eflembied fome re- 
foluie men, with whom, during the night, he marched 
through acamp of three thoufand Catholics, ead appeared 
io the morning before the caitle of Riecberg, where Pianta 
imagined bimfelf in perfe€t fecurity, Jenats broke iato 
the caftle, and meetiag Plauta in the kitchen with a drawa 
fword in his band, foon ove: powered him and dragged him 
in ao adjoining room, cut off his head with a hatchet, with 
fuch force, that the mark of ic is Mill vilible epon the 
floor, Planta’s daughter Lucretia, who was then very 
young, and afierwards married Baron Trawetfch of Onteo- 
fiein made a folemn vow to revenge the tragical death of 
her father, bet many. years elapled before the found a fa- 
vorable opportunity of performing her vow, ia the gratrfica- 
tion of that Oi itafter revenge whick notime could affuage. 
At length, when Jenats was one evening at @ bal! ai Cone, 
fhe ordered him, under fome pretence to be called out; 
and the moment of his fetting his foot iutoche fleet, fhe 
flew bim with the very fame hateket which he had ttained 
with the blood of her tather. 

In penance for this deed, Lucretia founded an annual 
benefice of 300 florias tor the maintainance of the church 
and poor of the place where her father had been killed, 
Travellers may ftill fee in the caftle of Ortenftern the hetch- 
et which was the inflrument of this double affatfination, 
and which is carefully preferved in memory of the event,
